ANNAPOLIS, Mp., Dec. 27.—The counsel for 
the prosecution in the Wharton trial, soon 
after a long examination of Dr. Taney, chem- 
ist, announced the evidence closed on the part 
of the State. f 

Francis D. Cleary, of the firm of Lattimer 
& Cleary, Washington, D. C., was called and 
worn as the first witness for the defense. 
He remembers an interview at his office on 
the 24th of June last with General Ketchum 
and Mr. Caruse.

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About 9 o’elock Sunday night persons in 
the neighborhood of the Tennessee School 
for the Blind were startled by the screams 
of a woman near by. Ina few seconds a light 
was seen as if some building in the vicinity 
were on fire. This was at rst thought to be 
the case, and an alarm of fire was immediately 
given. But what is worse and more shockin 
Lo contemplate, the form of a woman wrappe 
in flames and calling aloud for help, was 
seen to quickly run across Cedar street 
just above its intersection with Summer, and 
there fall upon the sidewalk. Being attracted 
by the sound, several persons rushed to the 
assistance of the unfortunate lady, who, fran- 
tie with terror, had fallen by the side of the 
pavement and was screaming with pain and 
agony for help. A negra man and a gentle- 
man named L. P. Harper, of Louisville, Ky., 
were the first to reach the prostrate form, 
aud used their utmost exertions in tearing off 
the burning garments and releasing her from 
the burning robe of death. A blanket was ob- 
tained and being enveloped in this after most 
ofthe burming garments beeu torn off, 
she was carried into the Blind Institute, for 
by this time she had already been recognized 
asthe amiable and esteemed wife of Dr. J, 
N. Sturtevant. 1 of the Institute. 
Dre. Kerchival, ey, Madden, Brigys, and 
Nichel were summoned and did all that hu- 
man aid could to alleviate the sufferer and 
eave life. For three hours or more Mrs. Stur- 
tevant rested comparatively easy and some- 
what comfortable, but commenced suffering 
intensely about 1 o’elock, and breathed her 
last at a quarter past 3 o’clock the following 
morning. 

When first made known, it was —— 
reported that the cause of the accident was 
the explosion of a coal ofl lamp, and a verdict 
so rendered by the Goroner’s jury in their in- 
quest the day following. Since then, how- 
ever, we have been plaeed in possession of 
authentic and reliable information, ascribing 
it to the ignition of the coal oil, by running 
out of the lamp on to its side, and not to an 
explosion. A few moments before the acci- 
dent occurred, Mrs. Sturtevant was reading 
uloud to some of the ehildren of the school, 
and had not left their room but a short while 
for her own before her screams were heard in 
every part of the bouse, caysingthe greatest 
consternation and alarm among the inmates 
and those who were on the streets near by.

The country stands aghast at two series 
of outrages, exactly opposed to each other 
in the motive and object of their perpetra- 
tors, and from which totally different mor- 
als will be drawn. Chicot county, Arkan- 
sas, and Saline county, Missouri, have wit- 
nessed, within the past ten days, scenes of 
blood and a reign of terrorism at which 
humanity revolts and the civilization of 
the West trembles in the balance. The 
direct results of these twin manifestations 
of unchecked outlawry are manifest enough 
in the effects of a temporary state of local 
anarchy, but the ultimate influence, the 
P lent for other and more outrageous 
crithes, the loss of confidence in our West- 
ern future, the probability of a wide-spread 
and dangerous political bearing, which 
these outrages, if not promptly and deci- 


sively punished, will entail, may scarcely* 


be estimated. It is certain that Arkansas 
and Missouri will suffer grievously in the 
minds of the world for the state of socie- 
ty permitting these two fearful incidents. 

We have as yet but the most meager and 
confused, and in all probability the most 
exaggerated, agcounts of the Missouri 
tragedy, but the true facts of the Chicot 
county Outrage are quite thoroughly es- 
tublished and are tolerably familiar tothe 
public.

gusting brutality. The reign of terror then 


sets in. The town is occupied, stores are 
plundered, the white citizens flee for their 
lives, and for a week or more the surround- 
ing country is entirely abandoned to the 
will of these outlaws. Application is 
made to the acting Governor of the State 
for regular troops, a pretest being entered 
against the sending of militia from the fear 
that they would have fraternized with the 
insurgents, and, after a singular delay of 
three days, the Governor dispatches his 
Adjutant to the scene of the tragedy. But 
nothing is done; no requisition is made 
for troops aud the negroes are suffered to 
remain in uninterrupted possession of the 
field. Our latest dispatches report that 


| quiet has been again restored and that the

authority. Such are the facts as they at 
present appear, and they may be modified 
But the fact of a state 
of anarchy having prevailed, from what- 
ever cause or provocation it might have 
been produced, stands beyond cavil, and 
thisis the prominent feature of the case.

rates of freight depress agricultural interests, 
especially in the States west of the Missis- 
sippi, and check emigration. These evil in- 
fluences can only be remedied, the agricui- 
tural interest of the West fostered and 
developed, and emigration encouraged, 
opening some cheaper channel of 
trade between the Mississippi and At- 
lantie oecan. The muttiplication or consoli- 
dation of long lines of railroads can never ef- 
fect the desired results, as the distance is too 
great for wheat and corn to be transported at 
a protit. A cheap transit can be found for 
the West, through Georgia to the sea, by 
opening the ig meng water-line. It is eight 
hundred and forty miles less from St. 
Louis, the great eentre o Western 
trade to the Geormia-Atlantic ports 
than to New York by the lakes and 
Erie canal. It is two hundred and eighty- 
two miles Jess from St. Louis by the proposed 
line to the Georgia ports than to the Gulf of 
Mexico by the Mississippi river. This route 
will be safe in war and in peace _ It will 
never be obstructed by ice. Upon it no tran- 
shipments will be necessary. No marine in- 
surance will be needed, A barge loading at 
aby point on the Mississippi, 
any of its tributaries, can dia- 
charge her cargo on beard a vessel at Bruns- 
wick or Savannah without in the mean- 
time breaking bulk. The two principal sea- 
ports of Georgia have harbors that are safe 
und accessible to ships and sea-going steam- 
ers of ordinary capacity at all times, and are 
ample to accommodate this trade. By this 
proposed line freight can be transported from 
St. Louis to Savannah for four dollars and 
fifty-six cents per ton, and corn for twelve 
cents per bushel. Being, for the greater part 
of the way, a river route, it would, at all 
times, afford the cheapest mode of 
— 8 known to the commercial 
world. The estimated cost of this work, 
within the limits of Georgia, will not exceed 
ten millions of dollars. The saving which 
would be effected upon the transportation of 
the grain crop of the West would pay 
for it jn one year did it cost ten 
times as much as the above estimate, It will 
suppis the great need of the West and furnish 
it with what it has so long desired, viz: 
cheap transportation. In our opinion the 
cheapening of „e which it will 
effect will enable the United States one more 
to command the grain markets of Western 
re In short there is no interest, either 
gricultural or mechanical, which it will not 
aid in developing, and no State m the U nor) 
which it will not in some degree benefit. For 
these reasons wé_jusily regard it asa 
nationalgwork, which should receive the sid 
of the general Government, and we therefore 
respectfully ask that thé Congress of the 
United States will, in such wavy as shall seem 
to them best, either by*n donation of laud, or 
by u loan of the credit of the Government, 
furnish the ™eens for opening this creat con- 
eee! ighway.
